Irvine Carvery says

After chairing a school board 
that suffered through deep 
cuts to the province’s educa¬ 
tion system, Irvine Carvery 
hopes the bleeding has final¬ 
ly stopped. 

“I think the government 
is realizing you can’t continu¬ 
ally cut education,” said the 
current chair of the Halifax 
Regional School Board who 
will be seeking re-election 
Saturday. 

“I’m hoping that the gov¬ 
ernment has gotten that mes¬ 
sage and that they’ll spare 
education in their zest to bal¬ 
ance the books.” 

Because of funding cuts by 
the province, the board was 
forced to shed 150 teachers 
in time for the start of the 
school year. The provincial 
government has reduced 
education funding by $13.4 
million for this year, adding 


to last year’s cut of $17.6 mil¬ 
lion. 

It was a particularly con¬ 
straining four-year term 
said Carvery, especially for 
a group of brand new mem¬ 
bers. He admits the difficulty 
of the job might explain why 
so few candidates are on the 
election slate. 

Districts 6 and 7 boast 
only one candidate, while 
five other seats feature just 
two. 

Education Minister Ra¬ 
mona Jennex said the prov¬ 
ince has provided “appro¬ 
priate” education funding, 
adding it’s up to both the 
government and school 
board to work more closely 
with residents. 

“We have to become en¬ 
gaged,” said Jennex. “There 
is still a large area of the 
population which doesn’t 
know what a school board 
is and does. We need to raise 
the profile of what a school 
board does in the province.” 

Steve Warburton is the 
lone candidate for District 7. 
He said he’s running to bring 
more openness to the school 
board and to encourage more 
public involvement. 

“That’s really important 
for the education system to 
work at its best.”

While the province’s educa¬ 
tion minister refused to say 
whether the newly-elected 
school board would suffer 
more education cuts, her out¬ 
look wasn’t reassuring. 

“We made sure that the 
funding we’re providing our 
school boards is the appro¬ 
priate amount,” said Ramona 
Jennex. “We are reahgning 
the system in the past couple 
of years because of the de¬ 
creased enrolment.

A new provincial outreach 
program aimed at getting 
people off the streets of HRM 
and into their own homes is 
working, the province says. 

Community Services Min¬ 
ister Denise Peterson-Rafuse, 
announced Tuesday morning 
at the Salvation Army on Got¬ 
tingen Street that 249 people 
are back on their feet and no 
longer homeless after being 
moved into permanent hous¬ 
ing. 

“It really tears at your 
heart,” Peterson-Rafuse said 
of those living in poverty. “It’s 
still not enough, but it’s mov¬ 
ing forward.” 

The project started about 
18 months ago, after the 
minister met with shelter 
operators in Halifax and de¬ 
veloped a plan based on their 
real-life experience. 

“It tells you what we al¬ 
ready know. Success comes 
from the community,” Peter¬ 
son-Rafuse said. 

Eight support-staff mem¬ 
bers have been hired to help 
those dealing with mental 
disabihties, criminal history 
or addiction problems start 
again. 

“At the end of the day, if 
you’re supporting individ¬ 
uals that have mental-health 
needs and you’re helping 
them ...

Worried. Province

Premier Darrell Dexter says 
he’s concerned Ottawa could 
soon throw off the province’s 
bid to balance its budget this 
spring. 

Dexter, speaking to repor¬ 
ters Tuesday after a cabinet 
meeting, said Finance Minis¬ 
ter Jim Flaherty is poised to 
release a document that could 
lob a “huge wrench” into the 
government’s plans — but he 
didn’t say what that document 
was.

“We’re on track, (but) so 
much of what we do is directly 
related to what the federal gov¬ 
ernment does,” he said. 

About 35 per cent of the 
province’s revenues comes 
from federal sources. 

The premier said last- 
minute federal adjustments 
could cost the province hun¬ 
dreds of millions of dollars in 
revenue. 

“You can work down a path 
to a balance and get within a 
few days of your budget com¬ 


ing down and all of a sudden, 
have a huge wrench thrown 
into that,” Dexter said. 

When Dexter’s New Demo¬ 
crats were elected to govern 
in 2009, they promised to bal¬ 
ance the books the following 
year without raising taxes. 

Instead, the government 
raised the harmonized sales 
tax by two percentage points 
and shelved its balanced 
budget pledge imtil 2013. 

Earlier this year, the gov¬ 
ernment annoimced it would 


roll back the HST increase over 
two years, starting in 2014. 

Dexter said despite a big de- 
chne in royalty revenue from 
Nova Scotia’s offshore energy 
producers, the province is in 
much better shape than in 
2009. 

He said 8,800 more people 
are working now and the job¬ 
less rate has fallen from 9.3 
per cent to 8.6 per cent even 
though the province has en¬ 
dured “three years of one of 
the greatest recessions in our 
lifetime.” 

The province currently 
remains saddled with a 
$231-niillion budget deficit, 
said Finance Minister Maureen 
MacDonald.

Irving Shipbuilding OK with agreement release 


Irving Shipbuilding Inc. says 
it will withdraw its request 
to overturn Ottawa’s deci¬ 
sion to release portions of the 
umbrella agreements signed 
earlier this year as part of the 
national shipbuilding pro¬ 
curement project. 

The private company filed 
an application with the Fed¬ 
eral Court earlier this month 
arguing that the documents 
contain sensitive informa¬ 
tion that should not be made 
public. 

But in a brief statement 
Tuesday, the company said it 


will no longer pursue its ap¬ 
plication. 

“There was a veiy short 
window of time to review 
the government’s decision to 
release certain commercially 
sensitive portions of the um¬ 
brella agreement, and in the 
interest of taking sufficient 
time to review that decision, 
a judicial review application 
was filed before the time ex¬ 
pired,” the company said. 

“Having now had suf¬ 
ficient time to review the 
government’s decision and 
the applicable text of the 


umbrella agreement to be 
released, Irving Shipbuilding 
has no issue with the release 
of the text and will be with¬ 
drawing its request for judi¬ 
cial review.” 

The Public Works De¬ 
partment received a request 
under access-to-information 
legislation earlier this year 
for the umbrella agreements 
that the federal government 
signed with the Irving ship¬ 
yard in Halifax and Vancou¬ 
ver’s Seaspan Marine Corp. 
shipyard.

British police have questioned 
two people who tried to visit 
a hospitalized Pakistani teen¬ 
ager shot for promoting girls’ 
education, raising fears about 
her safety following pledges 
by the Taliban to make an¬ 
other attempt on her life.

was airlifted Monday to Brit¬ 
ain to receive specialized med¬ 
ical care and protection from 
followup attacks threatened 
by the militants. 

Medical Director Dr. Dave 
Rosser of the Queen Eliza¬ 
beth Hospital in Birmingham 
stressed Tuesday that secur¬ 
ity was “under control” at the 
hospital after the overnight in¬ 
cident. He said several people 
had turned up at the hospital 
claiming to be the girl’s rela¬ 


tives but didn’t get very far. 

Rosser said the people were 
arrested, but pohce said they 
had only been questioned. 

“We don’t beheve there’s 
any threat to her personal 
security,” he said, explaining 
the hospital did not believe 
the suspects were related to 
Malala. “We think it’s probably 
people being over-curious.” 

Pohce would not immedi¬ 
ately confirm the details of 
the incident. 

Malala was targeted by the 
Taliban for promoting girls’ 
education and criticizing the 
militant group’s behaviour 
when they took over the scen¬ 
ic Swat Valley where she lived.

Abduction. U.K. charges 
citizen over journalists’

A British man has been 
charged in the kidnapping 
of two Western journalists 
in S 3 n'ia, police said Tuesday, 
adding to growing concerns 
about foreign extremists trav¬ 
elling to the civil-war-stricken 
Arab state and posing a future 
threat to the West. 

Shajul Islam, 26, was ar¬ 
rested on suspicion of terror 
offences on Oct. 9 at London’s 
Heathrow Airport after ar¬ 
riving on a flight from Eg 5 q)t 
alongside a 26-year-old British 
woman. The woman, who has 
not been named, was released 
without charge earlier Tues¬ 
day. 

Islam was accused of work¬ 
ing with others to “unlawfully 
and injuriously imprison” 
two photographers, Briton 
John Cantlie and his Dutch 
colleague Jeroen Oerlemans, 
against their will between July 
17 and July 26 in S 3 n:ia, police 
said. He was remanded in cus¬ 
tody and expected to appear in 
a London court on Wednesday. 

The abduction of the veter¬ 
an joumahsts raised concerns 
that British Mushms might be 
slipping into S 5 ^a to join ex¬ 
tremists. The photographers 
said after their week-long or¬ 


deal that some of their captors 
spoke with British accents. 

Oerlemans, a prominent 
Dutch photographer who was 
shot twice during a failed at¬ 
tempt to escape from his cap- 
tors, told The Associated Press 
last week that the ages of 
Islam and the released woman 
appeared to be consistent 
with the ages of the people 
who held him hostage shortly 
after he entered S 3 n:ia on July 
19. But he said there were no 
women involved in the kid¬ 
napping. 

Pohce have declined to 
comment on British press 
reports that one of the pair 
picked up at the airport may 
be a British National Health 
Service doctor believed to 
have been involved with an 
Islamist terror group in S 3 a’ia. 

Canthe, who had worked 
for the Sunday Times news¬ 
paper, had said that none of 
his captors were S 3 nian. 

“They were from an 3 zwhere 
but S 3 n:ia.

of Dr. Randy Raymond Allan, 
where he pleaded guilty to pro¬ 
fessional misconduct. 

The college has suspended 
Allan for 18 months, though 
he hasn’t been practising at 
his clinic since the allegations 
arose. 

According to the inquiry 
panel, Allan “failed to maintain 
appropriate boimdaries with 
two female patients ... that he 
had personal and sexual rela¬ 
tionships with them during the 


same periods that he was pro¬ 
viding medical care to them.” 

Dr. Allan also “issued pre¬ 
scriptions for OxyContin to 
both patients ... because of his 
personal and sexual relation¬ 
ships with them.” 

The panel said Dr. Allan 
didn’t create complete med¬ 
ical profiles for both women 
and in some instances didn’t 
note the prescriptions he 
wrote in their profiles. 

He then billed the Mani¬ 


toba government for house 
calls when in actuality he 
was visiting for sex. “ 

It’s a very concerning 
situation and without a 
doubt it warrants discipline 
in my view,” said Health 
Minister Theresa Oswald, 
adding that if there was any 
inappropriate billing, “we’re 
certainly going to be seek¬ 
ing to recover any of those 
costs.”

A female Canadian border 
guard was shot at one of the 
busiest crossings in Canada 
on Tuesday and the gunman 
died after apparently turn¬ 
ing his weapon on himself, 
RCMP say. 

The Douglas border 
crossing, known better as 
the Peace Arch crossing — 
which is just south of Van¬ 
couver, was closed in both 
directions Tuesday after¬ 
noon. 

“The first report at the 
scene revealed that a male, 
a lone male, had shot an of¬ 
ficer in her booth,” said Cpl. 
Bert Paquet. 

“At the instant following 
the shooting of the officer, 
the lone male had been pro¬ 
nounced dead at the scene 
from what appeared to be 
a self-inflicted gunshot 
wound.” 

Paquet said the officer’s 
condition isn’t known, but 


she was breathing when 
she was loaded into an air 
ambulance. He said it ap¬ 
peared she’d been shot in 
the neck. 

“We haven’t confirmed 
the identity of the suspect 
yet. He was entering Canada 
in a vehicle (with) a Wash¬ 
ington plate.” 

Vic Toews, minister of 
public safety, said in a state¬ 
ment he was deeply con¬ 
cerned at the news. 

“This event is a sobering 
reminder of the dangerous 
conditions faced daily by 
the men and women of our 
law enforcement agencies 
as they work to protect the 
safety and security of Can¬ 
adians.” 

A spokeswoman with 
the Canada Border Servi¬ 
ces Agency said traffic was 
being diverted around the 
crossing. 

Glen Pederson, a local 
resident, said he heard two 
gunshots in the afternoon 
but didn’t think much of 
the noise. 

Pederson added that doz¬ 
ens of cars were still wait¬ 
ing at the crossing in the 
late afternoon.

Republicans take ‘your 
body, your choice’ 
philosophy; see big 
money in legalization 


It’s not all hippies backing 
November’s marijuana legal¬ 
ization votes in Colorado, 
Oregon and Washington. 

Appealing to Western in¬ 
dividualism and a mistrust of 
federal government, activists 
have lined up some promin¬ 
ent conservatives, from one¬ 
time presidential hopefuls 
Tom Tancredo and Ron Paul 
to Republican-turned-Liber- 
tarian presidential candidate 
and former New Mexico Gov. 
Gaiy Johnson. 

“It’s fiscally prudent. It 
would be taxed, regulated, 
monitored. It makes a lot of 
sense to Republicans,” said 
Mark Slaugh, a Colorado 
initiative volunteer who is 
based in Colorado Springs, 
which has more Republicans 
than an 5 ^here else in the 
state. 

Most Republicans still op¬ 
pose legalization. Presiden¬ 
tial candidate Mitt Romney 
vows to enforce federal law. 
When running mate Paul 
Ryan told a Colorado Springs 
TV station in September that 
medical marijuana was “up

to Coloradans to decide,” 
his campaign quickly back¬ 
tracked and said he agreed 
with Romney. 

When activists make 
their appeal, it goes like this: 
States should dictate drug 
law. Decades of federal pro¬ 
hibition have failed where 
personal responsibility and 
old-fashioned parenting will 
succeed. Politicians back East 
have no business dictating 
what the states do. 

“What is the law against 
marijuana if it isn’t the 
Nanny State telling you what 
you can do and what you 
can’t do to your body and 
with your body?” asked Tan¬ 
credo, a former Republican 
congressman from suburban 
Denver who briefiy ran for 
president in 2008 and en¬ 
dorsed the measure on the 
steps of the state capitol. He 
compared federal law to New 
York City’s ban on sugary 
sodas. 

Tancredo launched a 
radio ad this week in which 
he compares marijuana pro¬ 
hibition to alcohol prohibi¬ 
tion as a “failed government 
program” that, in this case, 
“steers Colorado money to 
criminals in Mexico.” 

“Proponents of big gov¬ 
ernment have duped us into 
supporting a similar prohibi¬ 
tion of marijuana — even 
though it can be used safely 
and responsibly by adults,” 
Tancredo said. 

Pot supporters have lined 
up other surprising allies this 
year. Conservative stalwart 
Pat Robertson, for example, 
said marijuana should be 
legal. 

In Washington state. Re¬ 


publican U.S. Senate hopeful 
Michael Baumgartner is run¬ 
ning a longshot bid to unseat 
Democratic U.S. Sen. Maria 
Cantwell, who opposes it. 

“It’s taking a different ap¬ 
proach to a very expensive 
drug war, and potentially a 
better approach,” he said. 

Johnson, the Libertarian 
candidate, is fiscally conserv¬ 
ative but supports such lib¬ 
eral causes as legalizing ma¬ 
rijuana, immigration reform 
and abortion rights. He’s said 
that if elected, he would par¬ 
don all non-violent prisoners 


convicted of marijuana-relat¬ 
ed offences in federal court. 

Pro-pot conservatives have 
counterparts on the other 
side — Democrats who say 
pot shouldn’t be legal with¬ 
out a doctor’s recommenda¬ 
tion. Democratic governors 
in Colorado and Washington 
oppose legalization. Oregon’s 
Democratic governor has not 
taken a stand. 

President Barack Obama’s 
administration has shut 
down medical marijuana dis¬ 
pensaries in California and 
Colorado, the associated press 


I Three of the five men charged 
with plotting the Sept. 11 at¬ 
tacks skipped their militaiy tri¬ 
bunal hearing Tuesday after a 
judge ruled the men could not 
be forced to attend the session.

Netherlands. Art heist nets 
works by Picasso, Monet 


Thieves broke into a Rotter¬ 
dam museum on Tuesday and 
walked off with works from 
the likes of Picasso, Monet, 
Gauguin and Matisse poten¬ 
tially worth hundreds of mil¬ 
lions. 

Police haven’t said how 
they pulled off the early- 
hours heist, but an expert 
who tracks stolen art said the 
robbers clearly knew what 
they were after. 

“Those thieves got one 
hell of a haul,” said Chris 
Marinello, who directs the 
Art Loss Register. 

The heist at the Kunsthal 
museum is one of the largest 
in years in the Netherlands, 
and is a stunning blow for 
the private Triton Foundation 
collection, which was being 
exhibited publicly as a group 
for the first time. 

Kunsthal director Emily 
Ansenk declined to reveal 
how the museum is protect-

Allegations by an online 
hacker group that identified a 
Vancouver-area man as the tor- 
menter of B.C. teen Amanda 
Todd were “unfounded,” ac¬ 
cording to police. 

Todd, 15, committed sui¬ 
cide last week after suffering 
years of bullying and onhne 
sexual exploitation. In Sep¬ 
tember the teen had posted a 
video on YouTube in which she 
described how she showed her 
breasts to an unloiown man 
over a webcam. She said the 
man then threatened to send 
the pictures to friends and 
family unless she “put on a 
show” for him. 


Although pohce said Tues¬ 
day that the claims by An¬ 
onymous were false, the web 
handle cited in the hacker 
group’s posting has a disturb¬ 
ing Internet history with hnks 
to the same kind of online ex¬ 
ploitation to which Todd was a 
victim. 

In 2010, the username had 
been nominated as “blackmail¬ 
er of the year” in the online 
Capper Awards, which cele 
brate a perverted subculture in 
which people, called cappers, 
get young girls they call “cam 
whores” to expose themselves 
on webcams. 

The username was nomin¬ 
ated for allegedly blackmailing 
a different girl, identified as 
“Peyton.” Other awards went 
to the “cam whore of the year” 
and “Capper of the year.” 

In the video on YouTube, a 
mechanized voice of the car¬ 
toon host of the 2010 Capper 
Awards nominations announ¬ 
ces the “Blackmail” category. 
“This one is for the rapist of the 
Internet,” it says. 

“(The user), famous for his 
blackmail of Peyton, stream¬ 


ing her videos on Blo^TV and 
Tinychat and threatening her 
in pubhc,” says the host. 

An earher video called The 
Daily Capper shows a mock 
news account of the accused 
blackmailer streaming the ex- 
phcit videos of Peyton in De¬ 
cember 2010. 

“The first part shows Peyton 
in bra and the second in pant¬ 
ies,” says a cartoon reporter. 


The details get more exphcit. 

“We return to a second 
room only to find a fuming 
Peyton demanding to know 
who had played videos, and 
threatening to call the pohce,” 
the reporter says. 

The fake news report says 
the girl told her mother and 
pohce, but it is unclear wheth¬ 
er her aUeged blackmailer was 
ever found. 


The Capper Awards videos 
remained active on YouThbe 
as of press time, except for one 
that was removed after a link 
to it was posted on an Amanda 
Todd memorial Facebook page. 

Anonymous also pubhshed 
a link to a page on jailbaitgal- 
lery.com that shows porno¬ 
graphic photos of young girls 
with a title including the same 
onhne handle. 


B.C. RCMP officers investi¬ 
gating the exploitation and 
suicide of Amanda Todd 
say they are being thrown 
off course by false tips 
and rumours circulating 
on the Internet. Sgt. Peter 
Thiessen said the tip fi:om 
hacker group Anonymous 
impheating a B.C. Internet 
user is unfounded. 

The rumour that 
someone released Amanda 
Todd’s autopsy photos 
onhne was debunked by 
the B.C. Coroner’s Service, 
pohce said. In that case. An¬ 
onymous was also said to 
have found the perpetrator 
onhne. 

Fraudulent websites 
that claim to be fundrais¬ 
ing for the Todd family 
have also popped up, said 
Thiessen.

Obama and Romney both 
tried to appeal to female vot¬ 
ers. 

Obama noted that the first 
piece of legislation he signed 
made it easier for women to 
seek the same pay as men. 

Romney said as governor 
of Massachusetts, his admin¬ 
istration had a number of 
women in senior leadership 
positions. 

He said many women have 
suffered job losses and moved 
into poverty during Obama’s 
tenure and creating more 
jobs would help women.

California. Court to hear suit 
over cleaner-fuel mandate 


European officials express concern 
about Google’s privacy policy 


A federal appeals court will 
hear arguments in a case seek¬ 
ing to stop California’s first-in- 
the-nation mandate requiring 
petroleum refiners and etha¬ 
nol producers to make cleaner 
fuels for millions of cars and 
trucks in the state. 

At issue before the 9th U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals is the 
constitutionality of California’s 
Low Carbon Fuel Standard, an 
important piece of the state’s 
landmark global-warming law, 
AB 32. The mandate requires 
petroleum refiners, fuel dis¬ 
tributors and others to make 
cleaner-burning fuels for the

the standard will cut California's depend¬ 
ence on petroleum by 20 per cent, and 
account for one-tenth of the state's goal 
to cut greenhouse gas emissions by 2020.

European regulators have 
asked Google to clarify its new 
privacy pohcy and make it 
easier for users to opt out of 
it because of concerns that the 
web giant may be collecting 
too much data and holding it 
for too long. 

France’s data-protection 
agency led a European inves¬ 
tigation into Google’s new 
unified privacy policy, which 
replaces individual policies 
for its search, email and other 
services, and regulates how it 


uses the personal data it col¬ 
lects. 

The policy allows Google to 
combine data collected from 
one person using its dispar¬ 
ate services, from Gmail to 
YouTube. That gives Google a 
powerful tool for targeting the 
user with advertising. 

The agency outlined three 
main concerns about the new 
policy: it’s not clear enough in 
explaining to users what data 
is collected and how it will be 
used; it’s too difficult for users

The agency, called the 
French National Gommission 
on Gomputing and Freedom, 
was careful to note that it 
wanted to work with Google 
to change the policy. 

This is not the first time 
Google has run afoul of regu¬ 
lators. In August, the company 
agreed to pay a $22.5-million 
US fine to settle a suit brought 
by the U.S. Federal Trade Gom¬ 
mission.

extrasolar planets. 

Their discovery was 
confirmed by observations 
from the Keck telescopes 
on Manna Kea, Hawaii.

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Meet the newest Alex Cross 


Adaptation. Tyler 
Perry plays the lead 
in the latest movie 
based on James 
Patterson’s novels 



If the name Alex Cross 
sounds familiar you’re 
either an avid reader of 
crime novels or a Morgan 
Freeman fan. 

The character is the star 


of 20 books by author James 
Patterson, two films starring 
Freeman and now a third, 
the simply titled Alex Cross, 
with Tyler Perry in the lead 
role. 

In the books and films 
Cross is a Washington D.C. 
cop with a Ph.D. in psychol¬ 
ogy. In other words, as he 
says in Kiss the Girls, “I’m 
a forensic psychologist. It’s 
a fancy way of sa 3 dng I’m a 
guy who walks into a room 
like that and determines the 
hows and whys.” 

In the new film. Perry, 
best known as the director 
and star of the Madea com¬ 
edies, squares off against a 
serial killer (Matthew Fox) 


who claims to have mur¬ 
dered one of the detective’s 
relatives. 

The first Cross novel to 
make the leap to the big 
screen was Kiss the Girls, 
the second book in the ser¬ 
ies. Denzel Washington was 
originally set to star, but 
dropped out due to schedul¬ 
ing conflicts. Morgan Free¬ 
man stepped in, starring op¬ 
posite Ashley Judd. 

In the film Cross’s niece 
disappears, the likely victim 
of Casanova, a kidnapper 
and killer of young women. 
Aiding Cross is Dr. Kate Mc- 
Tiernan (Judd), a surgeon, 
who narrowly escaped the 
sadomasochist killer’s grasp. 


The movie was a hit with 
audiences, but not the crit¬ 
ics, although Roger Ebert 
wrote that Freeman and 
Judd, “are so good, you al¬ 
most wish they’d decided 
not to make a thriller at 
all... and had simply found 
a way to construct a drama 
exploring their personal¬ 
ities.” 

The movie was withheld 
from release in central Vir¬ 
ginia out of respect for the 
families of three girls who 
had been murdered in the 
area. 

Four years later, despite 
some reservations. Freeman 
reprised the role. “I didn’t 
want to do the same thing 


twice,” he said, adding that 
he changed his mind be¬ 
cause he realized he “liked 
Alex Cross. And the fact 
that he’s black is totally in¬ 
cidental. That’s a rare thing 
for a black actor to find.” 

Along Came a Spider 
sees Cross solve the case of 
a kidnapped congressman’s 
daughter. Once again crit¬ 
ics hated the film — which 
currently sits at 32 per cent 
on Rotten Tomatoes — but 
praised Freeman’s perform¬ 
ance. New York Times scribe 
Elvis Mitchell called it “a 
classless, underdeveloped 
thriller,” but wrote that it 
“couldn’t be better served 
than it is by Mr. Freeman.”

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Heroism comes at a price for 
Scott Speedman in Last Resort 



Interview. Actor 
discuses his role, 
the dynamics 
between characters 
and the heroism in 
disobedience

We’re pretty sure actor 
Scott Speedman has the 
power to broker peace ne¬ 
gotiations with a simple 
glance. Of course, in the 
role of XO Sam Kendal on 
Last Resort, it will take 
more than the 37-year-old’s 
mesmerizing blue eyes to 
get his submarine crew 
out of trouble, considering 
war was triggered when he 
refused strange orders to 
bomb Pakistan. The mor¬ 
ality and heart Speedman 
brings to the role will help 
as he goes toe-to-toe with 


the commanding Andre 
Braugher, who plays the 
captain of the sub. Their re¬ 
lationship is central to the 
series — just as important 
as the mystery surrounding 
the United States’ decision 
to turn on its own. Speed- 
man explains. 

What is the dynamic 
between Sam and Captain 
Marcus Chaplin (Andre 
Braugher)? 

That’s where a lot of the 
dramatic tension on the 
show comes from. (The 
characters) are very close. 
You find out that Andre’s 
character has really noth¬ 
ing to lose; he really has 
no family to fall back on, 
so he’s making all these 
gambles. Meanwhile, I’m 
relatively young and have 
a wife waiting for me at 
home. It’s been really fun 
to play with that and to 
deal with that male bond¬ 
ing relationship and tear¬ 
ing that up. 


We’ve already seen the 
U.S. attacking the subma¬ 
rine, the crew turning on 


each other, and a militia 
on the island prepared to 
fight the sailors seeking 


safety there. Who is the 
biggest enemy? 

For Sam specifically, ultim¬ 
ately, the most interesting 
enemy I can have is the 
captain. The more generic 
choices are there but the 
more interesting rival will 
be Marcus Chaplin, the 
father figure, the mentor. 
But you have the Navy 
Seals (who boarded the sub¬ 
marine and seem to have 
their own agenda); you 
have Robert Patrick’s char¬ 
acter (the sub’s uncoopera¬ 
tive Master Chief Joseph 
Prosser), which is an inter¬ 
esting character to play off 
of. I much prefer when (the 
crew is working) as a unit 
as opposed to using some 
of the (supporting charac¬ 
ters) as enemies. 

What is Sam’s biggest mo¬ 
tivation right now? 

A big thrust of the show 
is my character trying to 
get home. But really, Sam 
wants to stay alive long 


enough to clear his name. 
He’s spent all this time get¬ 
ting to where he is in his 
life and it’s all being ripped 
away from him. He wants 
to get home to be with his 
wife but he’s also really in¬ 
tent on clearing his name. 

Is there heroism in dis¬ 
obedience? 

Of course, I love that aspect 
of the show. That’s really 
what drew me to the char¬ 
acter. 

He’s not just this hero- 
type guy; even when facing 
a tough decision, no matter 
what the consequences, he’s 
still going to try to do the 
right thing. 

These guys, they spend 
10 years getting orders and 
following them. 

They’re preparing for 
this moment — that’s what 
they do in the nuclear sub¬ 
marine — then the order 
comes and they don’t do it. 
It was an interesting mo¬ 
ment to play, for sure.”

There is always time for 
tapas in Spain’s capital city 


Madrid. This 
destination offers 
everything from 
traditional fare in 
centuries-old buildings 
to the latest in 
innovative cuisine

Madrid has a tempo; it’s a city 
that lives by and for art. It’s also 
a city where food has been ele¬ 
vated to an art form. Take your 
pick of gastronomic delights at 
one of the city’s centuries-old 
restaurants, traditional tapas 
bars, trendy gastrobars or gour¬ 
met markets. 

Markets 

Mercado de san Miguel: Built 
in 1916, this market has be¬ 
come a meeting place for food¬ 
ies. You’ll find eveiything from 
salted fish at Casa del Bacalao to 
European meats at La Bouche- 
rie. At simdown, the market 
turns into a hotspot for tapas, 
which can be washed down 
with a glass of Spanish red at 
one of its wine houses. 

Mercado de San Anton and 
La Cocina: This new gourmet 
market was designed for food¬ 
ies — with 14 food stalls on the 
first floor, and show-cooking 
stations and a bar for casual 
meals on the second floor. 
Head to the third floor’s terrace 
restaurant. La Cocina, where 
you’ll find dishes inspired by 
traditional Spanish cuisine. 
Here, sample some of the best 
bellota ham, aged for five years 
— from pigs fed a diet of acorns 
and aromatic herbs. 

Tapas 

While in Madrid, do hke the 


locals and tapear (go for tapas) 
— order c^amari, cod and 
tripe. This time-honoured trad¬ 
ition still stands, whether in 
a traditional tavern or trendy 
bar, where small plates of food 
are served with a glass of beer 
or wine. Some of the best trad¬ 
itional taverns can be found in 
the oldest parts of the capital, 
including La Latina, Cava Baja, 
Cava Alta and Cava de San Mi¬ 
guel. 


Gastrobars 

Head to Estado Puro, one of 
the city’s trendiest gastrobars, 
where the bar is covered with 
transparent panels encasing 
flamenco doUs. The food is a 
contemporary twist on trad¬ 
itional Spanish fare — try a 
deconstructed tortilla in a shot 
glass, or foie gras served like an 
ice cream sandwich. 

Traditional with a twist 

La Capilla de la Bolsa in Ma¬ 
drid’s Literary Quarter was 
once, in the Middle Ages, the 
Chapel of Santa Cruz, and later 
became home to the Madrid 
Stock Exchange. The restaurant 
has maintained the building’s 
Baroque vault and original col¬ 
umns, allowing you to soak up 
himdreds of years of art histoiy 
as you eat Mediterranean haute 
cuisine. 


Where to stay 

The boutique Hotel de las Le- 
tras combines tradition with 
modem flair. Built in 1917, 
this newly renovated, modem 
space has retained its mosaics, 
marquises, staircases and ori¬ 
ginal sculptures, and each 
room features high ceilings, 
oak flooring and natural hght. 
It’s located in the Gran Via 
shopping district, at the heart 
of the city’s Art Walk.

Percussionist Sharmon Pow¬ 
ell, 50, has hved in Treme his 
entire life. It’s where at age 11 
he performed Bourbon Street 
Parade at a now-closed jazz club 
near his house and where as a 
teenager he was discovered by 
singing banjo and guitar player 
Darmy Barker, who helped 
laimch Powell’s career. 

“1 caught the tail end of 
a lot of good things, of old 
ways of doing things,” Powell 
said. “Jazz funerals meant a 
lot more than they do now. 
They were so respectful and 
dignified. The procession 
dressed in suits, wore black 
and white, and they played a 
slow dirge until the body was 
put in the ground. It’s not 


like that an 3 miore. Now you 
have kids out there in jeans 
pla 3 dng all kinds of stuff.” 

StiU, after years of blight 
and crime problems, a slow re¬ 
vival is taking shape. Treme is 
now part of a multimilhon dol¬ 
lar Department of Housing and 
Urban Development revitaliza¬ 
tion plan, which could include 
the removal of the interstate 
highway. Work is imder way 
to turn an imused rail corridor 
into a miles-long walking and 
bike path. 

“This neighbourhood is 
an example of survival,” said 
Wayne Baquet, who operates 
Lil Dizzy’s restaurant. “The city 
lost a big part of the middle 
class due to white flight and 
then black flight to newer 
neighbourhoods hke New Or¬ 
leans east and GentiUy 

“After Katrina, which prac¬ 
tically destroyed those two 
areas, Treme is coming back,” 
he said.

The colourful and musical New 
Orleans neighbourhood called 
Treme is marking the 200th 
anniversaiy of its origins as an 
early melting pot for the city 
and the U.S. 

Treme is considered one 
of America’s most imusual 
neighbourhoods and holds sig¬ 
nificant place in the history of 
jazz. It is also getting some new 
energy thanks in part to the 
spotlight provided by the HBO 
series Treme. 

“All the things sacred to 
New Orleans bubbled up from 
that neighbourhood, because 
Treme had such a mixture of 
people and cultures,” said Toni 
Rice, a spokeswoman for one of 
the neighbourhood groups or¬ 
ganizing its bicentennial cele¬ 
bration. “It wasn’t just slaves. It 
wasn’t all white or all black. It 
was German, Spanish, Haitian, 
Italian.” 


Bom from the immigra¬ 
tion that followed the Haitian 
revolution of the early 1800s 
and named for French millin er 
and property owner Claude 
Treme, the neighbourhood be¬ 
came an entertainment centre 
where white and black Creoles 
gathered. The wave of Haitian 
refugees added to a New Or¬ 
leans that was already a mix 
of French, Spanish and African- 
American culture, with Amer¬ 
ican influence filtering in after 
the 1803 purchase of the terri¬ 
tory from France. New Orleans 
was stiU largely confined to the 
French Quarter — the original 
city founded in 1718. Treme 
and other outlying neighbour¬ 
hoods were farms or swamps 
until efforts to drain the land 
took hold as the population 
grew. 

It’s the site of St. Augustine, 
one of the oldest African-Amer¬ 
ican Cathohc church parishes 
in the nation, where Homer 
Plessy was a parishioner. In 
1892, Plessy triggered the in¬ 
famous US. Supreme Court 
case, Plessy v. Ferguson, which 
upheld the constitutionahty 
of state laws requiring racial 
segregation in public facilities 
under the doctrine of “separate 
but equal.”

It’s also the site of Congo 
Square, where during the 18th 
and 19th centuries slaves were 
permitted to dance, trade goods 
and play music that would 
evolve into jazz.

New approach to getting them to eat veggies 


Recently, for two weeks, I made 
it my mission to improve my 
8-year-old son’s tolerance of 
vegetables. I called it “veggie 
boot camp.” He called it torture. 

My approach was simple. 
Eveiy lunch and dinner I pre¬ 
pared at least three vegetables. 
Of those, he needed to select 
and consume two of them. 

Early in the process, I foimd 
that roasting just about any 
vegetable dramatically im¬ 
proved my son’s response to it. 

This makes sense. Roasting 
concentrates flavours and cara¬ 
melizes the natural sugars in 


produce. So to help other par¬ 
ents with veg-averse children, 
here is one of my son’s favour¬ 
ite (by which, of course, I mean 
most likely to be gagged down) 
roasted vegetables. 

Roasted Balsamic Cherry 
Tomatoes 

Don’t be put off by the amoimt 
of salt in this recipe; much of 
it drains off before the toma¬ 
toes are roasted. Salting the 
tomatoes helps draw out excess 
water, producing a better roast¬ 
ed tomato. These tomatoes can 
be served on their own as a side 


dish, or over pasta for a sauce. 

1. Slice tomatoes in half, then 
set in strainer. Sprinkle salt 
over tomatoes, gently mix. 
Place strainer in smk or over a 
bowl and let sit for 15 minutes. 

2. Heat broiler. line rimmed 
baking sheet with foil. 

3. Give tomatoes a shake 
to discard liquid that has ac¬ 
cumulated in strainer. Transfer 
tomatoes to bowl. Add remain¬ 
ing ingredients and toss well.

be “Relativism means that your 
point of view is only your per¬ 
sonal perception, and has no 
absolute truth or validity.”

Con¬ 
stantly practicing the formulas 
is the best way to remember 
them.”

MacKinnon and Jonathan

“I didn’t have a clue,” An¬ 
drews said after Mooseheads 
practice on Tuesday afternoon. 

“Nate and Jo (and Zach) 
were kind of locks for the 
team but when Nate texted 
me and said, ‘Congrats,’ I was 
pretty taken aback, for sure.” 

There was little buzz 
aroimd Andrews in the lead- 
up to the roster announce¬ 
ment. He’s the lowest-scoring 
forward on the Super Series 
roster with three goals and 
three assists in 10 games and 
he just squeaks into the QM- 


JHL’s top 100 scorers, tied for 
90th with 22 others. 

But he has long impressed 
scouts with his strong defen¬ 
sive game. Andrews is perhaps 
Halifax’s best penalty-killing 
forward, one of the league’s 
best faceoff men and an emer¬ 
ging force at six-foot-two and 
205 pounds. 

“From the start of train¬ 
ing camp, he’s been one of 
the most consistent players 
on our team,” Mooseheads 
general manager Cam Russell 
said. “His play hasn’t gone im- 
noticed. He brings a lot. He 
creates offence, his defensive 
game is great and he’s pla 3 dng 
a good physical game.” 

Andrews and the rest of 
Team QMJHL will face off 
against a squad of Russian all¬ 
stars in the Super Series on 
Nov. 5 in Boisbriand, Que., and 
Nov. 7 in Val-d’Or, Que. 

The under-20 series is de¬ 
signed to help Hockey Canada 
evaluate players for the IIHF 
world junior championship. 

Andrews, a seventh-round

Let the serious negotiations 
begin. 

After more than a month 
with no new offers being 
tabled in collective-bargaining 
talks, the NHL breathed new 
life into the process on Tues¬ 
day with a proposal that could 
kick-start some significant dis¬ 
cussions. 

It calls for a 50-50 split of 
revenues between owners and 
players and includes a deferred 
salaiy plan designed to ensure 
that players would receive all 
the money they’ve been prom¬ 
ised in existing contracts. On 
top of that, the deal was drawn 
up with an eye to starting a full 
82-game regular season Nov. 2. 

“We have about nine or 10 
days to get this all ... signed, 
sealed and dehvered,” said 
commissioner Gary Bettman, 
who called the proposed deal 
“long-term.” 

A lot will need to be ac- 
comphshed over that period. 
However, the imexpected pro-

posal offered fans the first real 
hint of hope since the lockout 
began Sept. 15. 

Donald Fehr, the NHLPA’s 
executive director, spent Tues¬ 
day afternoon reviewing the 
lengthy document and held an 
evening conference call with 
about 60 players. His initial 
reaction to the offer was that 
it could provide something to 
work with. 

It wasn’t immediately clear 
how willing the league is to ne¬ 
gotiate off its latest offer.

If a hatchback is on your radar, 
the H 3 amdai Elantra GT with 
its “Fluidic Sculpture” design 
language might prove to be the 
right thirst-quencher. 

In a world gone mad for 
small, fuel-efficient cars - not 
surprising given today’s pump 
prices - H 5 mndai’s compact line¬ 
up attempts to cover die bases. 
If your search involves acquiring 
a vehicle with purposeful practi¬ 
cality, the new Elantra GT might 
fill the bill just as easily as you 
can fill its flexible-stowage area. 

The GT fills the void left by 
the departing Elantra Touring 
model, but not in the most dir¬ 
ect way. Although neatly styled, 
the Touring was first and fore¬ 
most a wagon, while the more 


roimded GT is definitely hatch¬ 
back-oriented. Yes, the lines be¬ 
tween hatch and wagon tend to 
get a bit fuzzy, but with about an 
18-centimetre deficit in overall 
length and 20 per cent less total 
cargo space the GT qualifies as a 
hatchback. 

In back, a 60:40 split rear 
bench folds relatively flat. By 
H 3 mndai’s slide rule, the GT has 
more cargo and passenger room 
than several of its peers, includ¬ 
ing the Golf, Ford Focus and 
Mazda3 hatches. 

For serious drivers, the GT’s 
firm suspension with stifier 
springs, shocks and stabilizer 
bars is definitely appreciated. 

Then there’s the acces¬ 
sory packages if your pock¬ 
ets are deeper that bundle a 
panoramic sunroof, rear-view 
camera leather seats and 
other trinkets. Selecting a 
hatchback and sprinkling it 
with some performance-like 
attitude seems like a tempting 
way to go about your business 
and that applies to the Elan¬ 
tra GT, which also thumbs 
its nose at gas pumps while 
toting life’s treasures, human 
and otherwise.

Land speed record. 

British team will try to 
beat Baumgartner’s 
gravity-pulled speed 
with blue torpedo-like 
vehicle in the desert

Like millions, I was awestruck 
by the images of Felix Baum¬ 
gartner on the steps of his cap¬ 
sule, 39 kilometres above the 
Earth — a height that reveals 
the curvature of our planet 
and the blackness of space. 
Then he jumped. Wow. 

His moment of release had 
to be one of the wildest and 
conflicted sensations ever ex¬ 
perienced by a human. 

But it was only the prelude. 
Then he accelerated to 1,342 
km/h (834 mph)! That’s a crazy 
number for a thing not at¬ 


tached to jet power. 

It’s also quite faster than 
the existing land speed record. 
A British team and its Thrust 
SSC rocket-car, hold the record, 
at 763 mph. That was over 15 
years ago and speaks to how dif¬ 
ficult is it to get a human going 
that fast down here on earth. 

The same British team is 
planning another “go” in 2014, 
with its new rocket car, the 
Bloodhound. Last time they 


went after the sound barrier. 
This time they’re shooting for 
1,000 mph. To make that hap¬ 
pen Bloodhound’s rocket is 
designed to generate 27,500 
pounds of thrust, the equiva¬ 
lent of 80,000 horsepower. 

Felix Baumgartner had zero 
horsepower, zero thrust. His 
speed was simply another re¬ 
minder of gravity’s immense 
power, and another opportun¬ 
ity to ponder about harnessing 


it for our energy needs. 

A gravity-engine under 
the hood of your Ford? Don’t 
hold your breath. For starters, 
gravity engines are so far only 
theoretical. Apparently there 
are a couple of laws of phys¬ 
ics spoiling the reahty party. 
Secondly, these theoretical 
engines are taller than they 
are wide, for obvious reasons, 
and not at all cool looking. 1 
wouldn’t sign up for one on 


aesthetic reasons alone. 

And thirdly, gravity is ac¬ 
tually a weak force. It worked 
on Felix because he was so 
small, and the big old Earth 
was so big. So if we ever do 
use it for transportation, it 
would be on the mass transit 
side. The most bizarre con¬ 
cept utilizing gravity has to 
be the Gravity Train proposed 
by British scientist, Robert 
Hooke, sometime in the 17th 


century. He proposed a ser¬ 
ies of tunnels drilled through 
the Earth. One could connect 
Spain with New Zealand for 
example. A train entering the 
turmel at either end would ac¬ 
celerate toward the centre of 
the earth, and then gradually 
decelerate after the halfway 
mark. According to Hooke’s 
calculations, if the train oper¬ 
ated in a frictionless environ¬ 
ment it would reach the 
surface at the opposite end of 
the tunnel at the exact mo¬ 
ment its speed reached zero. 

Even less ambitious pro¬ 
posals for harnessing grav¬ 
ity power seem far-fetched. 
Most people believe that if 
we haven’t figured it out yet, 
it’s not going to happen. This 
is essentially the same argu¬ 
ment about time travel — we 
never solve time travel, be¬ 
cause no one from the past or 
future has visited us here in 
the present. I don’t buy it... 
There was this creepy guy I 
saw at the mall once. I’m sure 
he was from the 1980s, he just 
didn’t know it. So there’s hope 
for gravity engines too.
